tax bill

WASHINGTON» A fast-moving 
Senate Republican effort to over- 
haul the tax code unexpectedly 
stalled Thursday evening over 
concerns about the federal deficit, 
leaving the GOP without a clear 
plan to pass the legislation. 

Senate leadership, who had 
hoped to vote to pass the $1.5 tril- 
lion tax bill by late Thursday, in- 
stead sent lawmakers home and 
began to search for a new way to 
offset the cost of the legislation. 
They are looking to win the sup- 
port of several senators, including 
Bob Corker, R-Tenn., who has led 
a small group of colleagues in de- 
manding that the bill not drive up 
the nation’s debt. 

Now Republican leaders may 
have to brace for an intraparty 
battle over how far to go to ac- 
commodate deficit concerns.

Ousting 
Tillerson 
considered

WASHINGTON» After months of 
clashes on policy and personality, 
President Donald Trump is con- 
sidering ousting Secretary of 
State Rex Tillerson and replacing 
him with hard-nosed CIA Direc- 
tor Mike Pompeo after less than a 
year on the job, senior U.S. offi- 
cials said Thursday as turmoil 
within Trump’s national security 
team burst into the open. 

The White House plan, which 
Trump has not yet signed off on, 
would force a major realignment 
early in his term, also creating a 
vacancy atop the CIA that offi- 
cials said could be filled by Re- 
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
